Army Train 


Very Interesting 


Consisting of fifteen cars and 
carrying $3,000,000 in equip¬ 
ment. thie Canadian Army train 
which has been on the go for 
three months past and will con¬ 
tinue for another two weeks, 
stopped at Lethridge Sundew 
evening from 6:30 to It p. ni. 
and was visited by 6,478 people, 
according to the commutation 
of the electric eve which clo¬ 
cked everyone whc. passed by it. 

The train started from Mon¬ 
treal and went down throqgh 
tlie Mari times, swinging to thc 
north and crossing Canada on 
»he main lire of the C. l\ and 
C. N. II. out of Vancouver and 
tnc Coast and then swinging 
south, coming down through the 
Crow’s ,Nest and running on 
the southern main line back to 
Montreal. 688,392 Canadians 
had visited the train up to the 
time it was in Lethbridge to sec 
what Canada is doing in her 
war effort and to see what our 
boys are furnished ;r. clothing 
and equipment, in their armv 
life. 

The ifirst six cars of the train 
wer.p fitted up for eatint, sleep¬ 
ing and quarters f »r ihe office s 
mid men and one ro^ptian cn: 
The last nine cars of the tram 
where the exhibition was carr¬ 
ied wore visited bv the 6,478. 
people; many more watched 
from the street. The police on 
duty fbrmed the (people in *. 
and from the time the train was 
opened for inspection the line 
moved through. We joined the 
line at 8 p.m. and set foot on 
the steps otf the first car of the 
train at 9:30 being obliged to 
move with the crowd that long 
to get in. Goold order prevailed 
throughout. 

Without a lot of detail the 
uniforms of the men including 
the new walking out suit which 
is just being issued, ski uni¬ 
forms, bo lding, and kits were on 


display. Each man is furnished 
with 115 different items in his 
“official” kit when he enlists 
and these were all-shown, as 
well as the uniform of the C.W. 
A.C. The Signal Corps had one 
car and « cable laying machine 
was on display. One car was lull 
nf artillery equipment and prov 
ed decidaly interesting. There 
was a display of food, the rat¬ 
ions issued the men. the Rod 
Cross had a car, the dental and 
medical departments each had :i 
display and a 25 pound gun us¬ 
ing ammunition of 8.45 inches 
in diameter was shown with its 
rublier mounted carriage and 
truck carrying ammunition. On 
flat cars at the rear were shown 
a 22 ton tank, a 60 inch search 
light whose beam travelled sixty 
miles and which could keep a 
plane in its lights for miles was 
demonstrated and the sky was 
nierced in all directions with its 
powerful rays. Smaller tanks 
and carrier and also a ieep wene 
there to be examined although 
by the time the last of the 
crowd got through the train it 
was too dark to see much of 
these outside exhibitorsw.; • 
The stream moved steadily 
through the cal's, and'a ny uuir- 
ute inspecion of anything was 
thus impossible. The exhibit of 
the Army Trade Schools was 
fine but one was only able to 
get ;i passing view of it ns the 
crowd passed along. Three bands 
weiv on hand to furnish music 
for the crowd, and soldiers and 
airmen from Lethbridge bar- 
raks, assisted city police and 
the r?9 men making up - the 
complement of the train in Ink 
ing care of the crowd and an¬ 
swering questions as thev wer?

It is estimated that the amount ol 
Income and Excess Profits taxes which the 
Alberta Pool should have paid the Federal 
Treasury in the years 1930 to 1941, and 
which they have so far escaped paying, 
totals $778,732.00. This would buy a lot of 
fighting equipment which is badly needed. 
To obtain it every organization must con¬ 
tribute its fair share of taxes if our army 
is to have proper equipment for modern 
warfare. 

It is quite fair and proper for you to as! 
why the Alberta Pool is able to pay a patronage 
dividend. 

Our reply is that if the Pool were to live up 
to its undertaking to pay interest to farmer? 
i>n lhc monc> which it huriMwcil I nun tanners 
and pay taxes as everyone e lse Is doing, in the 
defence of our country (which includes the 
defence of co-operative ptitniplts and <\cp 
the defence of the Pool elevator system) they 
would he in no position to pay any patronage 
dividends. 

The Alberta Pool properly owes Albert? 
farmers $17.0511,841.99 which is made up oi 
(aken in cash from the farmers, 
plus of interest on that amount 

for the years 1929 to 1941. In addition their 
estimated tax obligation to the Dominion 
(Government is $778,732.00, making a total 
of $17,829,573.99. 


reserves. 

The total amount of money borrowed in 
cash by the Alberta Pool from its members 
in the form of elevator and commercial reserve 
deductions was $7,432,250.28. In addition the 
Alberta Pool has retained since 1928, and still 
holds, $1,037,554.35 due Alberta farmers as 
the final payment on the 1928 crop. This 
brings the total amount of money which the 
Alberta Pool lias borrowed trom farmers to 
$8,469,804.63 which was evidence of a lot of 
faith* 

When this money was lieing borrowed from 
Alberta farmers (lie Board of Directors told 
farmers in Fifth Annual report of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool for the fiscal year 1926-27: 

“Our reserves have apparently occasioned 
some anxiety to a few growers in as much as 
no re-payment has as yet been made, though 
it has been stated time after time that as soon 
as it was possible to start re-paying these 
reserves, without impairing the credit of the 
organization, that repayment will be made.” 

”AII members are paid six per cent interest, 
hi cash, on elevator reserves, from the time 
that the deductions are made until they are 
re-paid.” 

The next year the Pool directors decided 
that it was only just and proper to pay the 
farmers interest on the Commercial Reserve 
deductions as well as on the Elevator deduc¬ 
tions which they bad borrowed. In the report 
of the Board of Directors of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool for the fiscal year 1927-28 it is stated: 
“During the past year your Board has 
decided to include payment of interest on 
Commercial Reserve along with the interest 
paid on the Elevator Reserves. This interest 
will be reckoned as from the 31 st of August, 
1927, and payment will be made at the rate 
of (> per cent on the Reserves standing to the 
credit of each member on the 31 st of August, 
1927. These payments will be made as soon 
after the first of the year as it can con¬ 
veniently be done.” 

The interest at 6% on $8,469,804.65 tor 
one year amounts to $508,188.27, 1 he Alberta 
Pool has had the use of this money since 
August 1st, 1929, without paying interest to 
the farmer from whom it was borrowed. Hie 
interest which should have been paid to 
farmers since 1929 amounts to $8,581,037.36. 
Every farmer in Alberta knows that he had 
to pay interest on money that he had borrowed, 
and it was usually more than six per cent. 

Payment of interest on capital funds of co¬ 
operatives, obtained from members, and on 
savings borrowed from members, is an estab¬ 
lished principle of the Co-operative movement 
as being legitimate ‘hire’ tor money. 

It is obvious that the Alberta Pool 
properly owes the Alberta farmer: 

First: The 88,469,804.63 which they 
borrowed from farmers for elevator 
and commercial reserves. 

Second: Interest on this money 
amounting to $8,581,037.36. 

These two amounts which the Pool 
owes its members total $17,050,841.99. 

That again is evidence of a lot of 
faith. 

But that is not all of the story about just 
why it has been possible tor the Alberta Pool 
to distribute the patronage dividend which 
has been advertised so widely. 

It is our contention that the Alberta Pool 
Elevators have been evading the payment o( 
Dominion Income and Excess Protits taxes 
since the Wheat Pool operations were aban¬ 
doned. Since that time the Pool Elevators 
have been functioning just the same as any 
other elevator company, except that the Pool 
Elevator Companies must have sjic.it amounts 
totalling millions of dollars in propaganda, 
through publicity, radio advertising and field 
service work.

In cases where it is advisable for you to buy in advance 
of your immediate requirements — such as your next 
season's coal supply—you will be encouraged to do so by 
direct statement from responsible officials. 


We have also been asked about the letter . 
forwarded to Alberta Pool members under date 
of April 15th, 1942, along with a cheque for five 
per cent of the value of the Elevator and Com¬ 
mercial reserve deductions taken from the Pool 
members. Some farmers who have inquired are 
under the impression that this is a partial pay¬ 
ment of interest promised to them by the Pool 
on these deductions. This is not the case. 

What the Pool is doing is buying off the 
farmer’s equity in the Pool Elevator system 
at less than 50 cents on the dollar on the 
amount properly owing the real owners of the 
Pool Elevators and who contributed to the 
Elevator and Commercial reserves in the years 
1923 to 1928. if the Pool was living up to 
its solemn obligation, as cited above 
directly from the report of the Pool 
Directors, they would have sent their 
farmer owner members a cheque for twice 
the amount that they sent out to indi¬ 
vidual farmers on April 15th. And it would 
merely have been payment of interest 
alone for one year on moneys which they 
owe the farmers, and not the questionable 
action of repayment of their obligation to 
farmer members at less than 50 cents on 
the dollar. 

On December 1st, 1926, the Alberta Wheat 
Pool issued a statement saying that it had 
compelled Halvig Holmburg, a Pool member, 
to pay liquidated damages of $1,000.00 tor 
selling his wheat outside the Pool. In this 
statement the Alberta Pool said publicly: 

“The action taken by the Wheat Pool was 
inspired by the fact that the welfare of close 
to 38,000 Alberta farmers depends upon the 
integrity and trustworthiness of individual 
signers. 

“When a contract is broken the sufferers 
are the rest of the members of the Wheat 
Pool. 

“A contract is a contract whether it be an 
agreement for sale or a Wheat Pool contract. 

“Each signer must ‘Keep the faith.’ ” 

Pool members for twelve long years have 
failed to receive interest on the money 
which the Alberta Pool borrowed from 
them. They are now asked to accept less 
than 50 cents on the dollar on the amount 
which the Pool should properly he paying. 
How can this be explained as “keeping 
the faith?” 

In forcing Halvig Holmburg to pay $1,000.0(1 
liquidated damages the Pool said of Mr. 
Holmburg, “ ... it is generally understood 
that he was in comfortable circumstances.’ 
Today the Alberta Pool is also "in comfortable 
circumstances” and is well able to “keep the 
faith” by living up to its promises to members 
from whom it borrowed money. 

In time of war it is preferable to avoid as 
fhr as possible, internal controversies. Under 
(lie circumstances we have, however, no 
apology to offer in placing these facts before 
you as every farmer is entitled to know all the 
facts relating to (lie price which he receives 
for his product. 

The figures given in this statement can be 
substantiated by a careful study of the financial 
reports of the Pool. ,
